saries of food, lodging, and clothing. Whenever the 
erdinances and institutions of government become 
so perverted from their original purposes as to create 
two orders in society, one consisting of the few who 
revel in all the luxuries, and the other of the many, 
wanting the indispensable necessaries of life, there 
is no other proof needed that this is a bad govern. 
ment. There must be something radically wrong in 
its principles, or vitiated in its practice. All 
espounders of that perverted science called political 
economy lay it down as their first principle that la- 
bor is the source of all national and 
wealth. Why then is it that in all countries on the 
face of the earth, boasting of their civilization, 
those who labor are the poor, and those who are idle 
are the rich? It is because governments are esta- 
blished on false principles, or those principles be- 
come perverted by avarice and ambition. In the 
natural course of things, labor, which all acknow- 
ledge is the only source of wealth, ought to be in 

ossession of the great mass of the gational property. 
But so far from this being the case, it is directly the 
reverse. In many countries, the laborers have no 
property whatever; in many they possess scarcely 
any ; and in all, we find the great mass more or less 
in want of the ordinary comforts of life. 

There must be something wrong in all this ; and 
the Peuple of Europe begin to comprehend the caus- 
ea, as well as to feel the effects. ‘They will no long- 
er submit to systems matured by long practice of 
abuses, and devised for the express purpose of legis. 
lating them out ofthe fruits of their own labors. 

hey begin to comprehend the system of monopoly, 
either of rank or of exclusive privileges, which con- 
stitutes the great vortex that swallows up all those 
gomforts and blessings which ought to follow in the 
train of industry. - The people of England and 
France are awake to this. The inonarch of the for- 
mer is wively yielding by degrees ; but Louis Phi- 
lippe, true to the instinct of his infatuated race, 
weems resolved to walk inthe footsteps of his ances. 
tors, and die.in the last ditch of prerogative. 


The people of America, too, are bestirring them- 
splves. As the Post says, in this, as well as “ in all 
(other) countries on the face of the earth, boasting 
of their civilization, those who labor are tho poor, 
and those who are idle arethe rich.” From which 
it is evident, that, though we have the best known 
form of government, still we are misgeverned. And 
the secret of our misgovernment may be told in the 
ene word, MONOPOLIES.

RIOT AT OLDHAM—ONE MAN KILLED. 

Lonpon, April 17.—A most lamentable oecurrence 
has taken place at Oldham in consequence of the 
unexpected seizure of the books and two members 
of the Trades’ Union on Monday evening, 14th inst, 
itappears that a Trades’ Union meets at a public 
house known by the sign of William the Fourth, and 
that a meeting took place at the time and place above 
stated. Two officers, of the names of Heywood and 
Page, it is said, went to the house in question about 
half past 6 on Monday evening, and requested admit. 
tance, but which request was of course refused, espe- 
cially when it was known who the applicants were, 
Little ceremony was used, and forcible entrance was 
the result, anda capture made instanter of the books 
and papers (some say among the books there were 
the fragments of a Bible) along with two members of 
the Union and officers of the Society. The news of 
this seizure, &c. soon spread far and wide, and the 
town, on the mills ceasing work, soon presented an 
astonishing increase of people. The morning of 
Tuesday was ushered in by a total cessation of work 
in many factories, the operatives having, as by in- 
stinct, reassembled so early as 7in the morning, with 
the determination, no doubt, ifany opportunity were 
only afforded, of rescuing their brother members from 
the illegal clutches (as they no doubt thought) of the 
police. This opportunity was afforded them soon 
after 10 o’clock, and as the route of the captives to 
Hollenwood (a place about 2 miles from Oldham, and 
the residence of the Rev. J. Holme, the magistrate) 
was by the side of a factory, the populace on passing 
it were surprised—astonished, perhaps, would bea 
better term—by the discharge of a musket, apparent- 
ly from the porter at the lodge of the mill; and this 
gratuitous folly and insult was twice or thrice repeat- 
ed, These reports brought, as might be expected 
they would, the knobsticks in the mill to the windows, 
who, it also appeared, were furnished with arms, and 
who acted the very foolish part of the porter in ma- 
king repeated discharges with blank cartridge. Oue 
shot, however, did not prove like the others, fort 
took effect,and a man, an operative spinuer, named 
Bently, was killed in a moment, and the body ow 
lies at the King William, waiting the coroner's 10- 
quest, viz., that of Mr. Ferrard ; who distinguished 
himself in 1819. The multitude, on seeing one of 
their body fall, appeared for a short time paralysed, 
but their courage was not long dormant. One indi- 
vidual more bold than the rest led the way by sealing 
the palisades, and at this person several muskets, Its 
asserted, were directed, but producing no effect, the 
rest took instant resolution, and demolished in a lew 
minutes not less than 4000 or 5000 panes of glass, and 
great numbers of the window frames, and a quantity 
of machinery.

They are all young, some of 
them scarcely more than boys ; some are of respecta- 

ble parentage and connexions ; others of the rudest, 

and mentally as well as conditionally, of the lowest 

class. The prisoners, twelve in number, were sent 

off to Manchester at 5 o’clock, on ‘Thursday evening, 

under an escort of atroop of Lancers. Seven of the 
men are committed to Lancaster, and the other five 
to the sessions. 


Loxpon, April 23.—The deceased was interred en 
the 20th, in the presence of a vast assemblage of 
people.

The body was taken into the chapel, while the 
crowd maintained a mournful silence; and, after 
the funeral service had been read, the body was low- 
ered into the grave. While these proceedings were 
going on, all the troops were under arms, and the 
magistrates were sitting at the Angel Inn, where two 
hundred special constables were likewise in atten. 
dance. The mob marched in order through the 
town; but apparently awed by the appearance of the 
military, they did not attempt to commit the slight- 
est disorder. The special constables were on duty 
at the Angel until 12 o’clock at night, but no attempt 
at creating disorderwas made. 

A meeting of the manufacturers took place in the 
evening, forthe purpose of considering whether they 
Would agree to the proposition which had been in- 
directly made to them by their men to return to their 
work. Iam givento understand that considerable 
difference of opinion prevailed among them on that 
subject. Several of the principal manufacturers ex- 
pressed their determination to make a stand, and 
destroy the Union now and forever, as they were 
convinced if they did not destroy it, the Union would 
destroy them. One or two of them expressed their 
determination notte employ any of their men again.
